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CONTRIBUTIONS 


CONTROL  OF  FRESHMEN  IN  THE  CHAPTER  HOUSE 

Probably  one  of  the  greatest  problems  which  confront  the  frater- 
nities at  the  present  time  is  the  organization  and  control  of  the  fresh- 
man members  of  the  chapter.  Of  course,  the  environments  and  con- 
ditions at  the  various  institutions  admit  of  different  methods  and 
practices  ;  consequently  the  writer  in  order  to  give  one  point  of  view, 
will  discuss  the  methods  as  employed  at  the  University  of  California. 

In  the  first  place,  the  faculty  and  students  at  California  co-operate 
most  successfully  in  the  management  and  control  of  undergraduate 
affairs.  vSome  years  ago,  the  seniors  at  the  University  conceived  the 
idea  of  meeting  informally  at  Senior  Singing  when  the  class  affairs 
and  problems  of  the  University  would  be  discussed.  From  this  prac- 
tice, student  control  of  undergraduate  affairs  took  its  inception  and 
has  resulted  in  absolute  control  of  the  four  classes  by  a  committee  of 
five  Seniors.  This  committee  is  appointed  yearly  by  the  President  of 
the  Associated  Students  and  recommends  for  punishment  to  the  upper 
faculty  committee  on  student  affairs  those  transgressing  regulations 
or  acting  contrary  to  the  policies  of  the  University.  In  practically 
no  cases,  does  the  faculty  committee  act  without  recommendation 
from  the  student  committee.  Through  this  body  and  with  the  co- 
opeiation  of  the  senior  class,  the  freshmen  are  organized,  controled 
and  their  character  shaped  for  the  future. 

The  practice  in  the  University  is  generally  adopted  in  the  different 
fraternities  around  the  campus.  The  seniors  and  juniors  are  the 
recognized  leaders  of  the  house  and  the  conduct  of  the  chapter  is 
dependent  upon  their  action.     The  methods  of  control  vary;  for  in-

stance,  in  some  chapters,  power  is  vested  practically  in  one  man  who 
is  recognized  as  the  autocratic  head  of  the  house  and  who  controls 
the  policy  of  the  chapter ;  in  others,  the  committee  system  is  in  vogue 
and  universally  is  found  to  be  more  successful. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fall  semester,  the  committee  composed  of 
upper  classmen  draws  up  a  set  of  rules  to  govern  the  freshmen  dur- 
ing the  year.  These  rules  contain  provisions  for  studying  hours,  for 
remaining  within  the  chapter  house  certain  evenings,  for  performing 
certain  duties,  and  provide  further  for  punishment  for  infractions 
of  any  of  the  regulations.  In  most  cases,  the  punishment  consists  in 
the  denial  of  certain  privileges,  while  in  others  more  stringent  meth- 
ods are  employed,  the  extent  of  the  punishment  varying  according 
to  the  nature  and  seriousness  of  the  offense.  Furthermore  the  com- 
mittee assumes  the  power  of  final  decree  in  all  matters  pertaining  to 
the  welfare  of  the  chapter  house  and  all  questions  arising  are  sub- 
mitted to  this  body  for  ultimate  decision. 

The  scholarship  of  the  freshmen  also  receives  attention  from  this 
committee  and  deficiencies  are  often  punished  by  the  curtailing 
of  certain  privileges.  Twice  during  the  college  semester,  the  Regis- 
trar issues  to  each  organization,  a  statement  of  the  standing  of  the 
freshmen  students,  and  at  the  end  of  each  term,  sends  complete 
records  the  freshmen  advisors  among  the  faculty,  who  co-operate 
with  representatives  from  the  different  chapters  in  improving  the 
general  fraternity  scholarship  among  the  lower  classes.  At  this  point, 
the  writer  in  connection  with  his  subject  might  mention  the  advisory 
system  as  in  vogue  at  California.  To  some  members  of  the  faculty 
from  fifteen  to  twenty  entering  men  students  are  assigned  at  the  open- 
ing of  college.  This  instructor  personally  adjusts  their  study  lists, 
approves  their  registration,  inspects  their  lodgings  and  entertains 
them,  provision  for  which  is  made  by  sufficient  remuneration  from  the 
University.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  advisor  to  visit  the  different  chap- 
ter houses  and  ascertain  exactly  how  his  advisees  are  living,  as  he 
may  be  called  upon  by  the  President  of  the  University  to  report  on 
individual  cases.  As  stated  above,  the  advisors  and  the  upper  class 
members  of  the  different  chapters  co-operate  in  the  maintainence  of 
a  good  scholarship  standard  among  the  underclassmen. 
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Statistics  compiled  at  the  office  of  the  Dean  of  the  house  division 
at  California  show  the  scholarship  standard  of  the  fraternities  to  be 
below  the  standard  of  house  club  organizations,  which  in  turn  are 
excelled  by  a  general  standard  set  by  men  not  affiliated  with  any 
organization.  To  suggest  a  method  of  improving  this,  the  Dean  has 
called  a  meeting  of  representatives  from  the  different  fraternities  and 
clubs  and  a  scheme  was  submitted  of  printing  the  names  of  the  ten 
highest  organizations,  thus  making  a  certain  incentive  for  which  the 
different  chapters  might  strive.  The  freshmen  with  such  an  ideal 
in  mind  can  surely  support  their  chapter  in  the  struggle  for  a  place 
among  the  first  ten. 

Greater  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  freshman  student  cannot  be 
evinced  with  more  enthusiasm  than  at  California.  The  advisory 
system  is  so  organized  as  to  allow  a  faculty  member  to  single  out  a 
man  at  a  moment's  notice,  become  acquainted  with  his  surroundings 
and  record  and  suggest  means  for  his  improvement  without  delay. 
The  President  of  the  University  has  as  far  as  possible  come  into 
personal  touch  with  each  man,  has  presided  at  meetings  of  the  first 
year  class  and  has  demonstrated  to  them,  the  democratic  spirit  and 
tendencies  which  permeate  the  whole  University  organization.  The 
same  spirit  reflects  in  the  chapter  house  and  has  resulted  in  the  past 
and  will  result  in  the  future,  in  the  creation  of  fraternity  men  with 
ideals,  of  which  the  chapter  alumni  might  well  be  proud.

The  Modern- Man  is  no  Pigmy,  and  day  by  day  as  he  develops  the 
physical,  mental  and  spiritual  faculties  of  which  he  is  so  amply 
possessed,  he  is  becoming  more  and  more  a  giant.  One  of  the  pecu- 
liar marks  of  this  20th  century  giant  is  the  fact  that  before  he  under- 
takes anything,  he  has  worked  out  for  himself  somewhere,  either  in 
actual  form  or  in  a  clear  mental  picture,  a  model  of  the  task  before 
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him.  That  model  constitutes  his  ideal ;  it  embodies  his  deepest 
thought ;  it  is  impressed  with  his  personality ;  it  is  therefore  that  to 
which  we  see  him  bending  every  energy,  striving  with  all  his  might, 
often  expending  his  best  life,  that  he  may  see  its  realization.  To 
have  a  Model  then,  and  to  strive  for  its  perfect  imitation,  is  to  be 
a  scinetiiic  unit  in  a  scientific  age. 

The  Greek-letter  fraternity  as  it  now  stands  is  strictly  a  modern 
creation,  and  if  it  is  to  be  scientific  must  have  a  model  by  which  it 
patterns  every  department  of  its  life.  We  strive  to  perfect  our  Rituals, 
our  publications,  our  national  executive  bodies,  our  co-operative  coun- 
cils, our  Gonstitutions  and  our  By-Laws,  and  because  we  have  these 
various  departments  of  our  life  under  the  direct  control,  in  most 
cases,  of  national  officers  who  are  experts,  we  are  making  splendid 
progress ;  but  when  it  comes  to  the  perfection  of  local  chapter  life 
according  to  a  studied  model,  we  find  ourselves  woefully  handicapped. 

This  is  due  to  these  facts : — that  national  officers  cannot  always 
be  in  touch  with  local  chapters  ;  that  executing  plans  by  mail  is  very 
difficult ;  that  chapter  life  is  extremely  hard  to  unify  because  it  is  in 
the  very  nature  of  things  a  floating  life  ;  that  first  class  executive 
heads  for  chapters  are  hard  to  find  ;  and  that  as  a  rule  chapters  look 
too  much  to  the  externals  and  not  enough  to  real  frame  work  of  the 
model. 

In  spite  of  these  difficulties  though  we  must  "hammer  away,"  and 
by  persistent  efforts,  especially  educational,  see  our  entire  roll  of 
chapters  studying  daily  to  perfect  their  life  by  the  pattern  we  put 
before  them. 

I  do  not  know  how  other  fraternities  are  fixed  nationally,  as  to  a 
model  for  their  chapters,  but  I  am  confident  that  in  our  own  ranks, 
we  have  as  yet  nothing  definite,  and  are  to  this  extent  behind  the 
times.  There  are  individual  attempts  made,  I  know,  to  measure  up 
to  a  pattern  in  this  respect,  but  nationally  our  model  is  hazy,  because 
we  have  never  set  one  before  our  chapters  as  a  fraternity  pattern. 

1850  years  ago,  in  the  great  city  of  Gaesarea,  in  a  crowded  room 
of  his  private  home,  a  Roman  Genturion  uttered  these  significant 
words  to  a  preacher  of  the  gospel,  as  he  entered  the  room  to  preach. 
"Now  therefore  we  are  all  here  present  in  the  sight  of  God,  to  hear 
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all  things  that  have  been  commanded  thee  of  God."  He  spoke  for 
the  entire  company  gathered  there,  not  for  himself  alone ;  and  his 
words  constitute  a  beautiful  picture  of  a  model  congregation. 

Adapting  them  to  fraternity  life,  it  seems  to  me  they  will  consti- 
tute for  us  just  as  beautiful  a  picture  of  a  model  fraternity  chapter, 
and  we  shall  use  them,  put  into  Fraternity  language,  as  a  basis  for 
this  paper. 

Let  us  suppose  then  the  meml)ers  of  a  chapter  gathered  in  their 
hall  and  one  of  their  number  saying  to  the  president  or  head  whatever 
he  may  be  termed,  these  words  as  he  enters : — "Now  therefore  we 
are  all  here  present  in  the  sight  of  all  that  brings  to  our  memory  old 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon,  to  hear  all  things  that  have  been  commanded  thee 
oj  her  National  Councils.'' 

What  would  such  words  mean?  They  would  mean,  when  their 
elements  were  once  understood  and  practiced,  the  frame  work  of  a 
model  for  chapter  life,  that  would  make  any  fraternity  under  the  sun 
a  perpetual  joy  to  its  members,  a  power  of  real  value  to  anv  university 
or  college,  and  a  vital  force  for  character  making  in  every  man's  life. 
For  in  spite  of  all  that  is  written  to  the  contrary  by  prejudiced  and 
ignorant  people,  the  modern  fraternity  stands  for  a  better  and  a  big- 
ger manhood.  Behold  then  the  elements  that  should  enter  into  the 
composition  of  a  model  fraternity  chapter  as  indicated  in  the  above 
words. 

First,  at  the  chapter  meetings,  all  will  be  present.  There  will  be 
a  perfect  roll  call,  not  one  broken  here  and  there  by  that  silence  which 
is  so  often  eloquent  with  indifference ;  for  all  will  be  in  their  places. 
Every  brother  will  realize  that  the  call  to  order  means  the  call  to 
fraternity  interest,  in  which  he  is  personally  concerned,  and  only 
genuine  sickness  or  circumstances  over  which  he  has  absolutely  no 
control  can  ever  hold  him  from  that  hall.  Every  man  will  carefully 
plan  to  be  present,  and  by  so  doing  will  in  most  cases  be  in  his  place. 

When  this  is  true,  that  at  every  chapter  meeting  all  are  present. 
unpleasant  fines  will  never  be  imposed,  nor  will  there  be  that  subtle 
temptation  to  create  an  excuse  for  absence  which  so  often  proves  a 
falsity.  The  business  of  the  evening  instead  of  centering  about  the 
person  of  some  indifferent  absentee,   will  be  a  discussion  of  those 
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healthier  subjects  conducive  to  the  warmth  and  steam  and  strength 
of  real  fraternalism. 

By  perfect  attendance,  not  only  will  personal  feelings  be  spared 
and  unpleasantries  reduced  to  a  minimum ;  but  time  will  be  saved ; 
the  twin  spirit,  activity  and  common  interest,  will  be  born ;  and  results 
will  be  our  yearly  harvest.  We  need  them  brethren ;  let's  have  them, 
— chapters  which  maintain  with  pride,  perfect  attendance  at  every 
meeting. 

The  second  element  entering  the  "make-up"  of  a  model  chapter  is 
of  equal  importance  with  the  first.  Not  only  will  all  be  present,  but 
all  will  be  present  on  time.  In  the  model  chapter,  if  the  hour  for 
meeting  is  7  :30  p.  m.,  every  man  will  be  on  hand  exactly  at  that  hour. 
There  will  be  no  need  for  the  officer  presiding  to  say,  "well  it's  time 
to  begin,  but  I  guess  we'd  better  wait  a  minute  or  two  for  "Beetle" 
and  the  rest  to  get  here."  Where  there  is  a  proper  appreciation  of 
the  value  of  time  such  words  are  never  needed. 

Suppose  when  we  get  out  into  the  world  we  begin  to  keep  business 
engagements  like  some  men  keep  their  appointments  at  the  fraternity 
hall,  caring  little  whether  they  are  there  on-time  or  off-time ;  how 
long  will  it  be  before  we  have  no  business?  It  wouldn't  be  many 
days  before  there  would  appear  a  petition  for  bankruptcy  with  our 
signature  attached.  Many  a  chapter  has  lost  its  charter  because  it 
became  bankrupt  through  not  being  punctual.  Everything  that  suc- 
ceeds, runs  on  time.     How  runs  your  chapter? 

There  is  a  third  element  entering  into  the  life  of  a  model  chapter 
that  is  absolutely  essential,  yet  so  often  absent.  Not  only  ivill  all  he 
prese7it  on  time,  but  all  will  be  present  on  time,  in  the  right  spirit. 
Such  a  spirit  is  marked  by  three  characteristics,  which  are  discovered 
at  once  by  looking  again  at  our  text, — 

"Now  therefore  we  are  all  here  present  in  the  sight  of  all  that 
brings  to  our  memory  old  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon,  to  hear  all  things  that 
have  been  commanded  thee  of  her  national  councils."  Here  we  see 
that  a  proper  fraternal  spirit  means  reverence,  means  a  purpose  to 
hear,  and  means  a  purpose  to  hear  everything. 

To  gather  in  the  hall  and  see  all  about  us  symbols  and  tokens  and 
trophies  and  faces,  reminding  us  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon,  flooding  our 
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hearts  with  warmer  love  and  our  memories  with  days  of  triumph  or 
defeat,  is  enough  to  make  anyone  of  her  sons  reverent  before  her. 
Yet  how  often  is  the  reverse  true ! 

Should  laughing  and  talking  and  joking  and  inattention  be  present 
in  a  chapter  meeting?  Never !  So  reverent  should  we  be,  as  we  feel 
the  spell  which  gathers  about  the  name  we  so  much  love,  that  to  leave 
a  hall  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  will  be  to  leave  stronger  and  better  and 
bigger  men,  and  we  can  only  do  it  by  meeting  beneath  her  banners 
in  the  spirit  of  reverence. 

Reverence  is  not  sufficient  however.  In  a  model  chapter,  brothers 
are  present  with  a  spirit  which  purposes  to  hear. 

A  minister  friend  of  mine  told  me  that  it  so  happened  by  a  pecu- 
liar set  of  circumstances,  he  had  preached  the  same  sermon  three  times 
before  a  certain  woman.  Hearing  that  she  was  in  the  community  in 
which  he  was  then  preaching,  he  called  to  see  her  and  find  out  what 
text  it  was,  in  order  that  he  might  not  cause  her  to  hear  the  same 
sermon  perhaps  again.  "Deed  I  couldn't  tell  you  sir  what  the  text 
was,"  she  replied  to  his  question.  "But  perhaps  you  can  tell  me 
something  I  said  that  may  afford  me  a  clue,"  he  continued.  After 
thinking  for  a  while  she  was  compelled  to  reply  that  she  couldn't 
recall  one  thing  in  that  sermon,  although  she  had  heard  it  three  times, 
according  to  her  own  statement. 

Now  a  great  many  men  attend  their  chapter  meetings  in  just  such 
a  frame  of  mind.  As  they  came,  so  they  leave, — empty  as  far  as 
fraternity  business  is  concerned.  What  we  need  is  chapter  meetings 
where  the  entire  membership  is  present  with  a  purpose  to  hear.  From 
such  meetings  brothers  go  interested,  live  ready  to  work,  competent 
material  for  the  future  leadership  of  their  organization. 

But  to  simply  hear  may  not  be  sufficient.  The  proper  spirit  is 
that  which  purposes  to  hear  all  things.  Not  just  what  tickles  a  par- 
ticular fancy  or  may  interest  a  peculiar  case  ;  but  everything  that  con- 
cerns the  progress  of  the  fraternity,  and  especially  in  a  national  way. 
Such  a  spirit  breathes  victory.  It  spells  success.  It  means  the  birth 
of  earnest  thought,  and  the  expression  of  views  upon  national  and 
local  policies  that  will  determine  a  sane  course  of  action.  When 
men  hear  everything  imth  a  purpose,  they  have  pledged  themselves 
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by  the  very  construction  of  their  beings  to  determine  upon  an  opinion 
in  the  matters  at  hand.  It's  a  vital  necessity,  brothers  in  Sigma  Phi, 
that  we  hear  all  that  comes  from  our  councils. 

Behold  then  a  model  chapter !  Stepping  into  any  meeting  hall  in 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  territory,  we  want  to  see  every  brother  in  his  place 
at  the  time  appointed  for  meeting,  perfectly  willing  to  say  with  truth 
to  his  leader,  "I  am  here  present  to  hear  all  things  commanded  thee 
of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilonf' 

And  may  the  courage,  the  effort,  the  success  of  the  following  lines, 
be  ours  forever  : — ■ 

There's  a  breathless  hush  in  the  close  tonight — 

Ten  to  make  and  the  match  to  win. 
x\  bumping  pitch  and  a  blinding  light', 

An  hour  to  play  and  the  last  sub  in. 
And  it's  not  for  the  sake  of  a  ribboned  coat, 

Or  the  selfish  hope  of  a  season's  fame, 
But  his  Captain's  hand  on  his  shoulder  smote — 

"Play  up  !  play  up  !  and  play  the  game." 

The  sand  of  the  desert  is  sodden  red, — 

Red  with  the  wreck  of  a  square  that  broke 
The  gattling's  jammed  and  the  Colonel  dead 

And  the  regiment  blind  with  dust  and  smoke. 
The  river  of  death  has  brimmed  his  banks 

And  England's  far,  and  honor  a  name, 
But  the  voice  of  a  schoolboy  rallies  the  ranks, 

"Play  up  !  play  up  I   and  play  the  game." 

This  is  the  word  that  year  by  year

Since  our  last  letter  many  things  have  happened ;  the  Christmas 
holidays  have  come  and  gone,  and  now  all  the  brothers  are  back, 
each  telling  of  the  fine  times,  and  several,  of  the  fair  hearts  con- 
quered. Every  member  of  our  chapter  returned  to  take  up  the  task 
of  "grinding"  for  the  mid-year  examinations.  We  are  glad  to  say 
that  they  are  now  a  thing  of  the  past,  and  although  we  have  not  re- 
ceived all  our  grades,  we  feel  assured  that  we  are  on  the  safe  side. 

Just  upon  the  eve  of  reopening  of  college  for  the  spring  term,  the 
Washington  Duke  building  was  entirely  destroyed  by  fire,  which  is 
supposed  to  have  originated  in  the  office.  Fanned  by  high  wind, 
the  flames  which  were  discovered  about  3  a.  m.  by  students  occupy- 
ing the  building,  quickly  spread  to  all  parts  of  the  building  and  many 
narrow  escapes  were  made  by  the  students  who  had  arrived  the  pre- 
vious day. 

As  a  display  of  pyrotechnics  the  fire  was  most  spectacular.  The 
whole  building,  some  300  feet  long,  and  three  stories  high,  was  a 
roaring  mass  of  flames  within  one  hour  after  the  fire  was  discovered. 
A  strong  wind  fanned  the  flames  and  carried  streams  of  sparks  as 
far  as  a  half  mile  to  the  south.     The  position  of  the  wind  was  the 
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only  thing  that  saved  the  "Inn,"  for  the  old  wooden  structure,  once 
alEire,  would  have  been  a  flaming  torch  in  less  than  a  half  hour. 
Saturday  night,  the  seventeenth  of   December,   we  initiated 
Joseph  Edward  Brinn,  Arts,  '11,  Hertford,  North  Carolina, 
who  is  a  man  we  feel  proud  to  introduce  to  the  fraternity  at  large, 
and  who  is  a  w^orthy  wearer  of  the   "sacred"   heart  of  Sigma   Phi 
Epsilon.

It  is  very  gratifying  to  see  how  the  chapters  have  complied  with 
this  request  of  the  Grand  Treasurer,  and  the  great  benefits  of  these 
reports  is  very  materially  evident  in  the  office  of  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter. We  are  also  informed  by  some  chapters  that  what  they  thought 
at  first  was  to  be  a  burden  has  proven  a  great  help  to  them  in  their 
accounts. 

We  trust  that  the  few  chapters  that  have  not  sent  in  all  reports  to 
date  will  do  so  at  once.

We  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  all  the  chapters  to  ''The  Annual 
Writ"  issued  by  Colorado  Alpha.  Such  a  publication  gotten  out  by 
each  chapter  every  year  ought  to  arouse  much  enthusiasm.

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Gifts    of    John    D.    Rockefeller   to    the    University    of 
Chicago   During   President   Judson's   Administration 

Nearly  twenty  million  dollars  in  gifts  has  been  donated  to  the 
University  of  Chicago  by  its  founder,  Mr.  John  D.  Rockefeller, 
during  the  administration  of  President  Harry  Pratt  Judson.  The 
gifts  are  as  follows  :

On  Christmas  night  the  north  wing  of  the  main  building  of  Rich- 
mond College  was  entirely  destroyed  by  fire.  Sixty-nine  students' 
rooms  were  in  this  wing  as  well  as  the  President's  office.  The  fire 
spread  over  the  top  floor  of  the  main  building  where  the  six  frater- 
nities had  rooms.  Those  not  burned  out  had  most  everything  ruined 
by  water. 
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The  undegraduate  fraternities  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania 
have  lost  fewer  men  through  failure  to  pass  examinations  in  the  last 
two  years  than  ever  before.  This  is  the  result  of  a  system  of  co- 
operation between  the  faculty  and  the  societies  which  was  inaugur- 
ated by  Dr.  James  T.  Young  Director  of  the  Wharton  School  of 
Finance  and  Commerce  at  the  University,  and  which  has  been  applied 
to  nearly  every  department  in  the  college. 

The  system  as  conducted  in  the  Wharton  School  is  as  follows : 
Every  two  weeks  quizzes  are  given  to  the  freshmen  and  sophomores. 
The  results  of  the  examinations  are  sent  to  Dr.  Young.  He  has  a 
list  of  all  of  the  fraternity  men  in  the  Wharton  School  and  wherever 
he  finds  a  student  who  has  written  a  poor  examination  paper  he 
sends  a  report  to  the  fraternity  to  which  the  man  belongs.  Each  one 
of  the  secret  societies  at  the  University  has  either  a  representative 
or  a  board  of  representatives  composed  of  upper  classmen,  whose 
duty  it  is  to  look  after  the  class  standing  of  their  freshmen  and 
sophomores.  The  reports  on  the  work  of  deficient  men  are  handed 
to  these  representatives  and  they  coach  the  delinquents  and  see  that 
they  devote  more  time  to  study. 

This  plan  has  proven  so  satisfactory  that  last  year  for  example, 
one  fraternity  out  of  ten  under  classmen  lost  not  a  single  one,  al- 
though in  other  years  this  same  fraternity  had  not  been  so  fortunate. 

The  system  followed  by  the  Wharton  School  has  been  adopted 
by  the  fraternity  representatives  in  connection  with  the  work  in  other 
courses.  A  strict  watch  is  kept  upon  men  who  are  not  overzealous 
in  study,  and  they  are  encouraged  to  greater  efforts.  As  a  result, 
this  year's  mid-year  examinations  have  caused  little  trouble  to  the 
fraternities. 


The  assumption  of  the  office  of  provost  of  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania by  Dr.  Edgar  F.  Smith  of  the  faculty  of  Chemistry,  has 
caused  great  satisfaction  among  the  fraternity  men  at  the  University. 
Dr.  Smith  is  himself  a  secret  society  man  being  very  active  in  this 
respect. 

He  is  the  founder  of  the  ''Shield,'"  the  journal  of  Phi  Kappa  Psi, 
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his  fraternity.  Dr.  Smith  believes  that  fraternities  are  and  can  be 
^        made  of  great  benefit  to  the  University. 

At  a  reception  which  was  given  to  him  recently  by  the  Zeta  Psi 
Fraternity,  of  which  former  Provost  Plarrison  is  a  member,  he  said, 
"The  fraternities  stand  for  what  is  best  in  college  life  and  they  per- 
form a  service  to  the  University  which  cannot  be  overestimated. 

"They  take  the  yomig  man  entering  the  University,  place  him  in 
the  proper  channels  of  college  life  and  keep  him  there.  There  is  no 
fraternity  in  this  University  in  which  the  men  are  not  endeavoring  to 
do  the  right  thing  more  earnestly  and  insistently  than  they  were  ten 
years  ago."

Those  human  vampires  that 
destroy  all  the  beauty  of  life — the  gossipers — are  snakes  that  have  wings. 
They  crawl  around  in  the  dark  hours  of  the  night  and  leave   their  poison   at 
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the  door  so  it  may  enter  the  house  early  in  the  morning.  They  fly  in  the 
daytime,  high  above  our  heads,  watching  for  a  receptive  mind  to  receive  their 
vile  emanation.  Great  minds,  whether  they  dwell  in  a  cabin  or  in  a  mansion, 
are  never  gossipers. 

If  we  are  true — if  we  are  honest — if  we  live  the  higher  life — gossipers  can 
not  injure  us.  The  gossiper's  tongue  can  do  us  good  at  times  by  calling  at- 
tention to  a  weakness  that  can  be  corrected.  Remember,  "gossipers  are  like 
flies,  that  pass  all  over  a  man's  good  parts  to  light  only  on  his  sores." 

We  have  a  life  to  live,  an  inner  self  to  develop.  Great  souls  know  no  gos- 
sip. They  eliminate  anger,  worry  and  fear.  Let  one  of  these  great  spirits 
meet  another  and  they  know  each  other  from  a  glance  of  the  eye — "the  window 
of  the  soul."  They  may  sit  by  each  other's  side,  without  uttering  a  word  and 
still  they  understand.  The  spiritual,  the  inner  forces  grow  by  a  law  of  self- 
development.  The  caged  man  within,  science  teaches,  has  unlimited  possibili- 
ties. The  sure  method  against  gossip  is  by  living  it  down — by  perserverance  in 
well-doing.  Great  minds  never  gossip.  Let  us  all  be  great. — Phi  Kappa  Psi 
Shield  for  December. 


At  the  University  Club,  New  York  City  on  November  25th,  1910. 
a  permanent  Inter- Fraternity  Conference  was  effected.  Fifty-two 
representatives  were  present,  speaking  for  twenty-four  fraternities.

This  will,  of  course, 
have  to  be  ratified  by  each  fraternity  joining  the  Conference.

THE  PERILOUS  YET  HOPEFUL  CONDITION  OF  GREEK  LETTER 

FRATERNITIES 
E.  C.  Mercer 

Over  the  entire  North  American  college  field  there  has  been  sweeping  during 
the  last  few  years  a  great  wave  of  moral  and  spiritual  reform  which  is  plainly 
evident  to   anyone  coming  in   vital   touch  with  college   men   and  college   condi- 
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tions.  It  has  been  my  privilege  to  travel  extensively  among  our  North  Ameri- 
can colleges  during  the  last  three  years  and  to  have  visited  over  two  thousand 
fraternity  club  houses  and  to  have  made  an  inside  study  of  the  fraternity  situa- 
tion. In  my  judgment  never  has  the  fraternity  lived  closer  to  its  ritual  and 
held  before  itself  higher  moral  ideals  than  is  the  case  today.  I  note  that  there 
are  far  fewer  immoral  songs  and  jokes  indulged  in,  fewer  immodest  pictures 
on  the  walls  and  a  considerable  decrease  in  drinking  and  from  30  to  40  per 
cent  less  sexual  immorality  among  this  class  of  students,  now  than  5  or  6  years 
ago.  The  fraternities  seem  to  appreciate  as  never  before  the  need  of  a  clean- 
up, and  the  majority  of  fraternity  men  seem  to  be  taking  hold  of  the  proposi- 
tion for  improvement  in  a  very  noticeable  way. 

Not  only  is  this  change  for  the  better  showing  itself  among  the  fraternity 
men,  but  a  similar  change  is  also  easily  noted  in  college  athletics.  The  biggest 
athletes  in  our  American  Universities  are  clean  men  and  many  are  out  and  out 
Christian  men.  I  have  in  my  possession  over  one  hundred  photographs  of 
star  college  athletes  on  the  football  and  baseball  field  and  in  track  work  who 
are  Christian  men.  I  may  mention  among  this  number  Ray  Biglow,  "Tad" 
and  Howard  Jones,  Philbin  and  Murphy,  Charlie  Campbell  (who  won  the 
intercollegiate  pole  vault  in  Harvard  in  1908)  ;  Howe,  the  quarterback,  all 
of  Yale  ;  Cyrus  McCormick,  of  Princeton  ;  Scarlet  of  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania ;  Johnnie  Glaze,  of  Dartmouth ;  and  Dave  Fultz,  of  Brown  (who 
umpired  the  great  Yale-Harvard  game)  ;  Ray  Ewery,  the  great  Olympic 
jumper;  Joe  Horner,  George  Lawton  and  Stan  Wells  of  Michigan;  Jack 
Wilse,  of  Wisconsin  ;  Johnnie  McGovern,  of  Minnesota  ;  and  many  others.  It 
is  being  demanded  now  by  all  our  prominent  universities  that  the  athlete  coach 
shall  be  a  moral  and  preferably  a  Christian  man,  and  one  of  the  greatest  liv- 
ing authorities  on  football  has  recently  written  me,  that,  if  in  my  travels  among 
the  colleges  I  find  any  coach  who  is  immoral  in  his  own  life  or  permitting  im- 
morality on  the  part  of  the  athletes  under  him,  if  I  will  report  that  man  to 
him  he  will  use  his  influence  to  oust  him  from  his  position. 

Not  only  is  this  change  for  the  better  coming  among  the  fraternities  and 
the  athletes,  but  you  will  find  it  among  the  non-fraternity  men,  with  whom,  I 
should  say,  on  a  conservative  basis,  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  drinking  and 
immorality  of  50  per  cent  within  the  last  five  years.  I  also  find  a  great  change 
in  the  Glee,  Banjo  and  Mandolin  Clubs;  and  when  we  begin  to  realize  the 
fact  that  one  of  the  great  Glee  Clubs  before  the  American  public  today  each 
morning  last  winter  on  its  trip  around  the  circuit  conducted  daily  Bible  classes 
on  its  two  private  coaches,  then  we  can  begin  to  appreciate  something  of  this 
phenomenal  reform  wave. 

There  are  three  primary  reasons  for  this  remarkable  change :  First,  the 
knowledge  on  the  part  of  college  men  regarding  the  present  attitude  held  by 
our  leading  business  concerns  regarding  immoral  practices  on  the  part  of  men 
while  in  college.      It  is   a  known   fact   that   the   biggest   and   best  corporations 
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today  are  opposed  to  giving  positions  of  importance  to  young  men  who  have 
not  a  clean  record  at  college.  I  have  been  through  twenty  of  the  largest  cor- 
poration plants  in  America  where  thousands  of  college  graduates  are  employed 
and  the  officers  of  these  corporations  have  expressed  to  me  the  fact  that  they 
do  not  care  to  employ  the  young  man  who  leaves  his  university  with  the  reputa- 
tion of  being  a  drinker  or  a  roue.  These  business  men,  the  heads  of  large 
corporations,  going  out  directly  to  the  college  man  preaching  this  gospel  of 
purity,  have  had  a  most  marvelous  effect  in  waking  up  our  students  to  an  ap- 
preciation of  the  fact  that  in  order  to  apply  their  education  when  they  leave 
college  they  must  be  morally  clean.  The  second  cause  of  this  change  is  the 
constructive  work  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  in  our  American 
college  life.  We  may  criticize  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  all  we  want,  yet  this  organiza- 
tion, as  no  other  in  my  judgment,  standing  for  the  very  highest  and  truest 
things  in  college  life,  has  been  a  mighty  and  potent'  influence  for  moral  and 
spiritual  uplift.  I  could  cite  case  after  case  if  necessarj'  where  before  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  organization  had  any  life  in  the  college  the  morals  of  the  students 
were  on  a  very  low  plane,  and  yet  after  the  organization,  led  by  strong,  aggres- 
sive, practical,  tactful  Christian  man,  had  been  in  existence  two  or  three  years 
a  noticeable  change  for  the  better  has  appeared.  In  no  spirit  of  preaching  I 
want  to  here  state  that,  having  met  all  types  of  college  men  in  the  fraternities 
and  club  houses,  at  training  tables  and  on  the  Campus,  the  men  who  are  doing 
the  most  for  their  respective  colleges,  and  who  are  the  finest  specimens  of  true 
manhood  and  the  fellows  in  whom  their  associates  place  the  greatest  confidence 
are  the  Christian  men.  Third,  the  spread  of  athletics  in  college  life  has  had 
a  wonderful  effect  in  cleaning  up  immorality.  Every  coach  of  any  note  knows 
that  an  athlete  cannot  be  for  any  length  of  time  a  proficient  football  or  base- 
ball or  track  man  if  he  is  immoral,  and  it  is  being  demanded  now  by  all  first 
class  coaches  that  as  drinking,  running  with  immoral  women,  the  use  of  tobac- 
co, and  the  telling  of  dirty  stories  are  absolutely  harmful  they  must  be  given 
up.  I  am  asked  constantly  for  my  opinion  as  to  why  so  many  of  our  prominent 
athletes  are  Christian  men,  and  the  answer  is  very  simple  :  The  athlete  realizes 
that  in  order  to  be  the  best  athlete  he  must  be  a  clean  man,  and  he  finds  that 
Christianity  offers  the  most  practical  method  of  help  in  making  and  keeping 
him  clean  and  therefore  he  is  willing  for  his  own  athletic  future  to  give 
Christ  right  of  way  in  his  life. 

But  although  this  great  wave  of  moral  and  spiritual  reform  is  flowing  into 
our  North  American  college  life,  there  is  much  room  for  further  improvement. 
The  college  or  the  individual,  which  assumes  the  position  that  it  or  he  has 
reached  the  maximum  of  purity  and  usefulness  is  approaching  the  danger  zone 
and  this  self-satisfied  position  usually  begins  to  usher  one  into  degeneration 
and  disintegration.  There  is  undoubtedly  much  room  for  improvement,  and 
as  I  travel  around  from  college  to  college  I  have  had  borne  in  upon  me  the 
great   fact  of   the   especial   need   for   a  continued   improvement  in   Greek   letter 
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fraternity  life.  Although  there  has  been  a  remarkable  change  for  the  better 
among  Greek  letter  fraternity  men,  yet  it  is  also  true  that  perhaps  never  in 
the  history  of  university  life  has  the  Greek  letter  fraternity  stood  in  such  a 
perilous  position  before  the  American  public,  and  something  radical  must  be 
done  if  we  are  to  survive.  I  am  a  fraternity  man  myself,  and  my  fraternity 
is  as  dear  to  me  as  ever  a  fraternity  man's  fraternity  is  to  him,  and  it  is  be- 
cause of  my  love  for  the  fraternity  and  fraternity  life  (which  is  strictly  an 
American  idea)  that  I  am  forced  for  the  sake  of  the  future  of  our  fraternities 
to  present  the  truth  as  it  comes  home  to  me.  I  want  to  say  that  I  am  most 
sanguine  and  hopeful  concerning  the  future,  and  I  believe  that  within  the  next 
few  years  we  are  going  to  emerge  from  our  perilous  position  with  a  clean  bill 
of  health  and  be  placed  in  our  true  light  before  the  American  public. 

There  seems  to  be  a  growing  tendency  on  the  part  of  many  of  our  politicians, 
business  men  and  faculty  members  against  Greek  letter  fraternities.  There 
have  been  numerous  bills  in  numerous  state  legislatures  within  the  last  few 
years  to  abolish  Greek  letter  fraternity  in  State  Universities.  So  we  must 
face  the  fact  that  the  politicians  (who  do  not  understand  us)  are  more  or  less 
against  us.  How  about  the  business  men?  I  have  talked  to  many  business  men 
of  prominence,  and  while  I  find  fraternity  alumni  in  thorough  sympathy  with 
Greek  letter  fraternity  life,  yet  the  great  majority  of  business  men  with  whom 
I  have  conversed  not  being  fraternity  members  are  very  open  in  their  denuncia- 
tion of  fraternity  life.  I  recently  met'  in  a  middle  western  city  a  man  worth 
millions  who  has  refused  to  give  money  to  an  institution  in  his  state  because  of 
the  existence  in  that  college  of  Greek  letter  fraternities.  You  will  say  that  he  is 
an  exceptional  case  ;  but  this  is  not  true,  for  I  find  many  men  of  his  mould, 
who,  not  thoroughly  understanding  fraternity  life,  are  opposed  to  us  chiefly 
because  of  their  ignorance. 

Remember  that  only  2  per  cent  of  our  young  men  go  to  college,  and  that 
the  majority  of  our  leaders  in  civic,  national  and  commercial  life  are  not  col- 
lege men,  and  many  of  these  leaders  are  not  in  sympathy  with  the  colleges. 
One  of  the  richest  men  in  Chicago  has  written  a  book  along  these  lines  giving 
his  reasons  for  objecting  to  employing  college  men  ;  and  the  vice-president  of 
one  of  our  large  New  York  banks  recently,  before  a  thousand  people,  vented 
his  views  to  the  effect  that  he  had  tried  many  college  men  in  his  business 
office  and  had  found  them  on  the  whole  to  be  a  failure,  because  of  lack  of 
training  in  details,  etc.,  and  also  because  they  had  cultivated  at  college  certain 
immoral  practices  which  they  did  uot  break  when  they  came  out  into  the  busi- 
ness world.  So  on  the  whole,  business  men,  through  ignorance  of  the  true  facts, 
are  opposed  to  the  fraternities.  While  I  find  a  great  many  college  presidents 
and  faculty  men  in  sympathy  with  fraternities,  yet  I  should  say  that  the  majori- 
ty are  opposed,  primarily  on  the  ground  that  the  fraternity  men,  being  the  men 
of  means,  and  the  cultured  men,  and  the  big  athletes,  have  their  time  so  oc- 
cupied in   the   social   and  in   the   athletic   and   political   side   of   University   life. 
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that  they  do  not  pay  enough  attention  to  their  books.  There  is  some  ground 
for  this,  for  while  only  two  per  cent'  of  our  college  men  belong  to  fraternities, 
yet  65  per  cent  of  all  the  expulsions  from  college  on  the  ground  of  unsatis- 
factory work  are  fraternity  men. 

The  chief  causes  in  my  judgment  of  this  growing  tendency  on  the  part  of 
politicians  and  business  men  to  oppose  our  fraternities  are  two :  Plrst,  the 
exaggerated  newspaper  accounts  which  are  coming  out  from  time  to  time 
creating  a  false  impression  relative  to  college  life  and  especially  regarding  the 
fraternities.  May  I  cite  just  a  few  cases  which  occurred  within  three  months 
last  year?  In  all  the  New  York  papers  which  are  read  by  business  men  there 
appeared  last  winter  an  article  to  the  effect  that  three  members  of  a  certain 
fraternity  at  Cornell,  under  the  influence  of  drink,  tried  to  kill  a  policeman. 
This  was  a  gross  exaggeration,  and  yet  it  was  of  such  a  serious  nature  that  the 
President  of  that  University  forced  a  Senior  Society  out  of  existence  and  then 
published  in  a  paper,  which  was  copied  by  all  of  the  New  York  papers,  sta- 
tistics showing  that  at  this  particular  University  the  fraternity  was  a  decidedly 
harmful  factor  in  college  life,  and  that  in  one  fraternity  17  per  cent  of  the  men 
failed  to  do  satisfactory  work,  in  two  or  three  others  15  per  cent  failed  to  do 
satisfactory  work,  and  so  on  down  to  the  best  intellectually,  where  13  per  cent 
failed  to  do  satisfactory  work.  The  newspaper  which  printed  this  article  of 
statistics,  went  on  to  state  in  a  very  sarcastic  way,  "The  fraternity  men  may 
think  that  it  is  wrong  for  the  public  to  want  to  break  up  these  fraternity  de- 
lights, but  these  are  the  facts  before  us,  and  facts  speak  louder  than  words." 
Following  this  article  within  the  next  week  an  article  headed,  "Freshmen  at 
Wesleyan  (Middletown,  Conn.)  break  into  church  and  destroy  the  sacred  altar 
and  sacred  chair,  hold  up  a  judge  on  the  street,  break  furniture  in  a  hotel;" 
and  the  article  goes  on  to  say  that  many  fraternity  men  were  in  this  party. 
And  immediately  following  came  another  article  which  was  headed,  "Fresh- 
men and  sophomores  in  a  fight  at  Northwestern  University,"  which  article 
went  on  to  state  that  in  this  fight  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  rooms  in  Evanston,  111., 
were  completely  wrecked  ;  that  policemen  had  to  be  called  in  to  separate  partici- 
pants, and  that  a  doctor  had  to  take  stitches  in  the  faces  of  many  who  were 
hurt  in  the  fracas.  Then  following  this  article,  in  a  reputable  magazine  which 
circulates  all  over  the  country  a  man  writes  saying  that  he  has  been  studying 
the  college  field  for  several  years  and  finds  that  the  fraternities  are  nothing 
more  than  rich  men's  clubs,  where  vice  is  indulged  in  and  fostered,  and  that  a 
decidedly  harmful  influence  is  resulting  from  this  form  of  college  dissipation. 
And  other  articles  of  this  character  have  come  out  from  time  to  time  which 
have  created  a  decidedly  false  impression  on  the  part  of  business  men  relative 
to  the  true  conditions  in  college  and  in  fraternity  life.  These  business  men  have 
not  time  to  write  back  to  the  difi"erent  colleges  to  find  out  the  truth  of  these 
newspaper  reports  and  they  naturally  jump  to  a  false  conclusion.  The  second 
cause    of    this    prejudice    against    fraternities    is    that    fraternity    men    wearing 
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their  pins  are  spotted  men,  and  when  fraternity  men  indulge  in  any  open  im- 
morality their  very  pins  make  them  an  earmark  and  a  gullible  public  seeing 
one  or  two  immoral  fraternity  men  indulge  in  open  foolishness  jump  to  the 
conclusion  that  the  fraternities  permit  and  foster  such  conduct  on  the  part  of 
their  men  :  If  every  fraternity  man  would  realize  the  public  position  in  which 
he  stands  through  his  pin,  and  would  be  clean  and  moral,  then  there  would  be 
no  possible  chance  of  the  public  being  mislead  in  this  matter. 

Here  are  a  few  important  facts  that  I  want  to  lay  the  emphasis  on  and  ask 
each  fraternity  man  to  ponder  over  in  a  most  careful  and  thoughtful  way. 
First,  one  or  two  immoral  men  in  a  chapter  can  unquestionably  wreck  the 
fraternity.  It  does  not  take  every  man  in  the  chapter  to  wreck  through  im- 
morality a  particular  fraternity.  Just  one  or  two  "smart  Alecks,"  who  forget 
their  obligation  and  fraternity  ritual,  can,  through  their  excessive  public  drink- 
ing and  sexual  immorality  wreck  not  only  their  chapter  but  injure  their  whole 
national  fraternity.  I  have  seen  about  thirty  chapters  within  the  last  three 
years  go  all  to  pieces  through  these  one  or  two  impure  men.  I  know  of  one 
fraternity  which  has  heretofore  been  exceptionally  strong  in  a  southern  institu- 
tion where  one  man,  a  rich,  popular  football  player,  who  when  out  of  training, 
through  his  immoral  life  is  wrecking  that  particular  fraternity.  Second  :  You 
cannot  hide  from  the  college  public  and  the  general  public,  immoral  acts  which 
occur  in  your  chapter.  Fraternity  men  seem  to  have  the  erroneous  idea  that 
they  are  living  in  a  kind  of  castle  whose  walls  screen  from  the  public  all  that 
goes  on  within  the  home  ;  but  this  is  untrue.  Horace  Bushnell  was  right  when 
he  said  "we  all  live  in  a  glass  house,"  and  especially  is  this  true  of  the  fraterni- 
ties. The  public  get  hold  in  some  unknown  way  of  all  immorality  which  is 
practised  in  the  fraternity  home,  and  this  news  spreads  like  wildfire.  I  can 
within  twenty-four  hours  after  my  arrival  in  any  college  find  out,  if  I  care  to, 
the  general  status  of  every  fraternity,  and  especially  can  I  get  a  line  on  the 
immoral  men  and  their  kind  of  immorality.  Third  :  When  once  the  fraternity 
has  been  given  a  black  eye  through  two  or  three  immoral  members  it  is  a  very 
difficult  thing  for  that  fraternity  to  shake  off  this  bad  reputation.  I  know 
several  fraternities  today  that  have  been  fighting  for  the  last  three  or  four  years 
to  get  on  their  feet,  and  it  seems  almost  impossible  to  regain  prestige. 

There  are  four  complaints  that  are  being  made  against  fraternities  :  First, 
that  the  fraternities  breed  immorality ;  that  is,  that  young  men,  who  come 
from  clean,  moral.  Christian  homes,  join  a  fraternity  and  commence  in  their 
fraternity  to  drink,  get  into  impure  company,  and  take  into  their  lives  those 
habits  w^hich  have  wrecked  many  men.  Second,  that  the  fraternity  not  only 
breeds  immorality,  but  it  fosters  it ;  that  is,  if  there  are  one  or  two  immoral 
men  in  a  chapter,  that  rather  than  expel  these  immoral  men  the  chapter  retains 
them  as  members,  and  in  this  way  sets  a  bad  example.  The  public  feel  that 
after  the  immoral  man  has  been  given  a  fair,  honest  trial  the  fraternity  should 
expel   him   if   he    does   not   clean    up   his    life.      Third,   preoccupation   with   the 
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trivial  things  of  college  life  to  the  exclusion  of  intellectual  development. 
Fourth,  fraternities  are  not  a  constructive  force  in  university  life.  Fifth,  that 
fraternity  life  breeds  a  non-democratic  spirit. 

Some  of  the  things  which  the  fraternitj'-  must  do  to  offset  the  claims  against 
it  on  the  part  of  the  public  and  come  out  with  a  clean  bill  of  health  are : 
P'irst,  organization  of  the  alumni,  locally  and  nationally,  as  an  influence  for 
good.  Second,  appointment  by  each  fraternity  of  a  competent  man  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  visit  every  chapter  and  present  to  the  different  chapters  the 
causes  of  opposition  by  the  American  public  and  suggest  in  a  tactful  way  cer- 
tain needed  reforms  which  shall  place  us  in  our  true  light.  Third,  every 
member  of  every  chapter  should  realize  that  he  is  part  of  an  organization,  and 
that  any  wrong  which  he  does  reflects  not  only  upon  himself,  but  upon  his 
chapter  and  upon  his  national  fraternity,  and  upon  the  whole  Fraternity  situa- 
tion. Fourth,  if  some  fellows  are  foolish  enough  to  openly  indulge  in  vice, 
then  let  these  men  before  indulging  take  off  their  fraternity  pins,  so  that  the 
public  may  not  have  occasion  to  spot'  them.  Fifth,  let  every  fraternity  man 
realize  the  precarious  condition  in  which  the  fraternities  today  stand  and  strive 
to  do  every  thing  in  his  power  through  a  clean  life  to  reinstate  us  in  the  good 
will  of  the  American  people.  Sixth,  the  fraternity  should  become  a  constructive 
power  in  college  life.  The  older  men  in  a  chapter,  in  addition  to  laying  down 
rules  for  the  freshmen  to  observe,  should  themselves  observe  the  same  rules. 
My  experience  is  that  all  the  rules  in  the  world  will  not  save  a  freshman  from 
indulging  in  a  vice  when  the  older  men  in  a  chapter  so  indulge.  Example  is 
far  better  than  precept.  Then  an  older  man  in  each  chapter  should  take  the 
younger  men  when  they  come  to  college  and  frankly  point  out  to  these  younger 
members  certain  pitfalls  around  them  in  college  and  act  as  a  kind  of  big 
brother  to  the  younger  men,  not  only  in  keeping  the  freshmen  out  of  trouble, 
but  advising  them  and  standing  by  them  should  they  get  in  trouble.  This 
help  should  be  given  along  intellectual  as  well  as  moral  lines.  The  freshmen 
should  not  only  obey  the  rules  that  are  laid  down  for  them  by  the  older  mem- 
bers, but  they  should  do  everything  in  their  power  to  keep  up  in  their  class 
work  to  let  their  moral  influence  count  among  the  younger  members  of  other 
fraternities  and  non-fraternity  men.  Seventh :  Every  member  attending  con- 
ventions should  then  be  especially  on  his  good  behavior  and  guard  against 
public  impurity.  Eighth :  Alumni  returning  to  college  for  reunions  or  foot- 
ball games  should  be  circumspect  in  conduct  and  set  a  good  example  to  the 
younger  members. 
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
